-The fact that the 
C/.ar is to return from Copenhagen to St. 
retersbur^ by way of Herlii', together 
with the circumstance that the Fuiperor 
of (iormaiiy is on the way from Hiiden 
J3aden to Berlin and will be home when 
the Czar arrives in the German capital, 
wnidd of itself seem to disprove the trust- 
wnilliincss nf stalciueiits coming from 
llerliiilhal the two Fiiiperors are not lo 
meet. ISiil there is'still a strong reason, 
aiiiomitiiig to almost a positive ci'r- 
tJiinty, for believing the Czar will 
visit Berlin by appointmeiit and that 
tho Kaiser has returned to Horlin lo bo in 
readiness to welcome him. This convinc- 
ing proof comes in tho form of intelligence 
from Cnpeiihageii that the Czar has cou- 
.scnled to the meeting wdiicb has been 
brniiglit about wholly through (leriiian 
snlicitatinii. This amioiinccmunt is sig- 
nilic.iiil as coming sn snnii after the Crisjii 
Kaliinky ennfercuec wit 11 Prince Bismarck 
at Friedcricksroche, and conjectures arc, 
of course, numerous as to the causes tli.-it 
have accomplished this result so much de- 
sired by <leriiiany. The simplest ex|)lan- 
al ion is perhaps the true one: The at- 
tempts upon the life of the Czar, added to 
tho Dworry incident to t he government of 
his empire have iiatui-ally produced on him 
an excessive irritability which renders his 
sandy of decidedly uncertain tenure. His 
prc\ iiHis refiusal to hold an interview with 
the (lermaii emperor was caused by a dis- 
trust of his own slate of mind at this 
time, and by natural aversion to diaciiss 
matters of the highest importance with a 
Hiatesiiiaii of Prince liisniarcks calibre 
while feeling unequal to the task de- 
manding so great delicacy and 
tact. His sojourn in Denmark has 
resulted in a gre.it improvement tn the 
t'/.ir physic.'dly and menially. 'I'hecnm- 
jiarat n ely ipiiel lit'e he h.is led .it l''reid- 
eiisliiirL;, his unacciistnmed frcedniu frniii 
pel sn.ial dangi'i- and ihe cares nf state. 
Ills iinresi ricted npportunities for hndily 
exercise and the cheering contact with 
tlinse by wlinui he is greatly behived, re- 
sulted in produchig a so much happier 
friune of mind that he feels more equal 
to the task that the most urg- 
ent interests compel him tn |)erform.
